‘Weekly Summary Crop Conditions. 


Washington, July 5.—The wéather bu- 
feau’se weekly bulletin summarizes the 
crop oonditions as follows: 

The northern districts of the country 
experienced temperatures too low for 
rapid growth, but in the southern states 
the temperatures were highly favorable. 
Excessively heavy rains of the central 
and west gulf districts northward over 
th2 western portion of the central val- 
leye. while relieving drought in MMis- 
gouri were injurious in places and Ine 
terfered extensively with cultivation. 

Corn has made excellent growth over 
the greater part of the corn belt and, ex. 
cept in the upper Missouri and lower 
Ohio valleys, where rains have retarded 
cultivation, the crop is clean and well 
advanced. Considerable has been laid 
by in Illinois, Missour! and Kansas, Late 
corn in the southern stages is suffering 
for cultivation. 

Winter wheat harvest is well advanced 
in the northern portion of the winter 
wheat belt and is practically finished in 
Illinois, Missouri and eastern Kansas. 
Rain has caused injury to grain in shock 
in Texas, Tennessee and Kentucky. 

Spring wheat has advanced rapidly 
throughout the spring wheat region and 
continues in promising condition.

A fine crop of oats is indcated in the 
principal producing states. 

While cotton is generally improve) and 
has made good growth throughout, the 
cotton belt the crop is much in need of 
sunshine and cultivation in the eentral 
and western districts, in portions of 
which too rank growth is reported.
